The claimed combination including the limitations directed to a regeneration controller for 
regenerating an exhaust purification apparatus comprising: a correction control section for 
correcting the estimated accumulation amount in accordance with the at least one difference in 
exhaust pressure upstream and downstream of the exhaust purification apparatus when the 
estimated accumulation amount falls within a correction determination reference range due to the 
heating and the at least one difference is greater than a correction reference value, is not 
disclosed nor rendered obvious over the art of record.
